Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on July 24, 2006 is fully responsive to the prior Office Action as 
argued in your response dated November 7, 2006. The amendment has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4, 11-15, 17-20 has been 
considered but is moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 11-15, 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "the motor " in line three of claim. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. There has been no 
introduction of a motor in claim 1 or claim 1 1 . 

Note: claim 5 which has been withdrawn but may be rejoined when claim 1 is allowable it also has insufficient 
antecedent basis for same limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

7. Claims 1-4, 11-15 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Downs et al. (US/6,453,864). 

Downs et al. discloses an auto stop start system wherein resting position of 
engine is controlled by fuel cutting and a motor generator. 
See column 4 line 37 - column 5 line 9, and claim 2.
